Vance Surlock yesterday issued a 
warning of tougher penalties for 
state income tax invasion, and at 
the same time predicted the state- 
take ' this year will be about $12- 
500,000 .

Last year there were 40,003 re- 


turns filed for a total tax bill of 
$12,246,768. Surlock predicted that 
43,000 persons would file by the 
May 15 deadline this year. 


Surlock said 'the tougher penal- 


ties are in line with the depart- 
ment's continuing drive to keep tax 
collections at their present levej. 
He said it has been the practice 
in the past to assess 
penalties 


amounting to about 5 per cent of 
the delinquencies. 


"However" he said "the law al- 


lows a $1,000 maximum fine, 
a 


charge of 12 per cent interest en 
the delinquency, and a doubling of 
the entire tax bill." 


He said the department is "apt" 


to impose at least one of these 
heavier penalties on future delin 
quent 


"We are just trying to hold our 


own in revenue collections," 
he 


said. 


State law requires that single 


persons earning more than $2,500 a 
year, and married persons earning 
more than $3,500, to file returns 
whether or not they owe any tax.
